tu rn breathed the oxygen the 
plants gave off and ate them . 


Comm on m ilkw eed plants, long 
regarded as a farm weed pest, are 
now furnishing floss for lifebelts, 
m arine m attresses, and for heat 
and sound insulation. 


Congress first heard of UNRRA 
w hen Governor Lehman resigned, 
and Charlie Poletti, the lieuten­ 
ant-governor, took office. Some 
people said that w as political. I 
w ouldn’t know; I 
don’t know 
m uch about politics. Lehm an had 
a record of good adm inistration. 
He became chairm an of a United 
States comm ittee to discuss relief 
for occupied countries. 
The next step was the United 
N ations Conference on Food and 
A griculture at Hot Springs, V ir­ 
ginia, May 18 to June 3, 1943. No 
m em ber of Congress was allowed 
at the conference. Judge Marvin 
Jones, who became its chairman, 
had extended an inform al invita­ 
tion, in a hearing before the 
House Comm ittee on Agriculture, 
bu t w hen two members of Con­ 
gress tried to attend, they were 
stopped by M ilitary Police and 
turned away. No representative of 
the press or radio was allowed at 
the conference. 
T he newspapers carried such 
item s 
as 
they could discover, 
am ong them enthusiastic appro­ 
val of collective farm ing by one 
of the representatives of the So­ 
viet Union, who hail been made 
the chairm an of the conference 
com m ittee on agriculture. Subse­ 
quently the D epartm ent of State 
published a report on the confer­ 
ence which left Congress w onder­ 
ing principally w hat had been 
om itted; a state of mind in which 
Congress has found itself more 
th an once after w orld conferences 
attended by representatives of 
this nation. 
One m em ber of Congress said 
on th e floor of the House th a t his 
analysis of the conference recom ­ 
m endations was th at the United 
S tates would be comm itted to a 
production which m ight return 
the “dust bowl” to the same con­ 
ditions from which we rescued it 
painfully in recent years. Remem­ 
ber th a t Congress up to this point 
had no official inform ation re­ 
garding 
t h i s 
predecessor 
of 
UNRRA. 
On November 9, the representa­ 
tives o f these same 44 nations met 
w ith some eclat at the W hite 
House w here they all (including 
President Roosevelt) signed an 
agreem ent establishing the United 
N ations Relief and R ehabilitation 
A dm inistration. It m ust have been 
a nice party, but still Congress 
(which is supposed to have some 
p art in legislative m atters in the 
U nited States) had no official 
know ledge of w hat was going on 
I say “official.” Lots of Con­ 
gressm en have friends, surprising 
as it m ay sound, and some people 
in th e executive branch of gov­ 
ernm ent still believe in th e Con­ 
stitution. By the first of Novem­ 
ber, inform ation w as coming to 
us informally. 
N ot all of it w as comforting. 
I asked for a list of all employees 
of th e Office of Foreign Rehabili­ 
tation Operations prior to No­ 
vem ber 9th. T hat w as the nam e of 
G overnor Lehm an’s first organiza­ 
tion. I received a list of 304 em- 


yloyees. This was only a com m it­ 
tee to organize. There w as one 
salary of $10,000; 1 of $9,000; 14 
of $8,000 each; 59 betw een $5,000 
and $8,000; 25 betw een $4,000 and 
$5,000; 
54 betw een $3,000 and 
$4,000. and 157 under $3,000, of 
which 53 w ere clerks a t $1,800; 
14 at $1,620; 4 at $1,440 and 3 at 
$1,320, th e lowest salary paid. All 
these salaries were increased by 
the 15% act, even the highest 
salaries w ere increased $435 each 
per year, the m axim um increase 
possible. 
The nam es were more interest­ 
ing than th e salaries. I w ill con­ 
tinue the com m ents next week.

During February 


More Grade I tires will be avail­ 
able during February, for River­ 
side county motorists but fewer 
Grade Ill’s according to figures 
released this week by Paul d’Orr, 
OPA district rationing chief. But 
the shortage is still acute and Mr.

Museum Notes 


By T. D. A. Cockerell 


P lant 
galls 
are 
grow ths 
on 
plants, due to insects or mites, 
which affect the plant tissue in 
such a way th a t the plant pro­ 
duces a sw elling which may be 
so sm all as to escape notice; or 
it may be very large, such as the 
oak-apple, so-called, found on our 
native oak near Palm Springs. 
This gall is round, as big as a 
small apple, and at the right sea­ 
son of the year w ill be found to 
contain small grubs, which turn 
into gall-wasps, 
which emerge 
through the holes they make in 
the gall. A specim en in the m u­ 
seum has these holes, showing 
that th e 
wasps have escaped. 
Also in the m useum may be seen 
the large round gall from the 
creosote bush; from these, m inute 
gall-flies may be reared. On the 
m esquite 
may 
occasionally 
be 
found sm all aborted fruits, caused 
by a sm all midge. 
Many other kinds of galls are 
to be found, and it is probable 
that several sorts new to science 
may be found in this region. The 
question has been raised, are the 
galls of any use to the plants? 
They are not, except that it is 
better to produce a gall, in w hich 
the parasites live, than to have 
the insects burrow in the stem s 
and cause them to die. W hen 
raising the insects from the galls, 
one often, gets also very sm all 
black o r green insects which are 
parasites of the gall insects. In 
Europe and Asia, certain oak- 
galls, 
because 
they contain 
a 
great deal of tannin, are used in 
the m anufacture of ink. They 
have also been used in medicine, 
on account of their astringent 
properties.

Pointing out contrasts between 
the student of America and the 
student of China, Dr. Yu-Shan 
Han entertained the high school 
in his talk to an assembly held 
Thursday, February 3. 
Dr. Han talked about the dif­ 
ference between the life of a 
schoolboy in China and that of a 
student in America. The defini­ 
tion of a student in China, said 
Dr. 
Han, is "a-leaming-to-live- 
person.” 
DESCRIBES CEREMONY 
Dr. Han recalled that during his 
first day at school, he performed 
one of the first acts a Chinese 
child is taught. All clammy-hand­ 
ed and stiff around the collar, he 
walked up to a large painting of 
Confucius, 
carefully 
placed 
a 
candle in front of it, and lit the 
candle. Then he prepared and 
burned a package of incense. Now 
he was a “a-learning-to-live-per- 
son. 
One of the quaint characteris­ 
tics of the Chinese are their meth­ 
ods of showing directions. Amer­ 
icans point directions with the 
top of their heads, whereas the 
Chinese motion with their chin.

He reported that fees collected 
by the waste disposal department 
in January totaled $2,016.47, the 
largest in any one month during 
operation of the department.

Sorum wrote: 
“I believe that Palm Springs

Hero of Beachhead 
Says U. P. Writer 


Robert Vermillion, U nited Press 
correspondent, representing 
the 
combined U nited States press on 
the Fifth A rm y beachhead, last 
w eek wrote of the heroic w o rk of 
a medical corps man who gave 
his 
home 
address 
as 
P a l m 
Springs — Pfc. William Bloxom, 
22 . 
According to Vermillion, P riv ­ 
ate Bloxom and two other medi- 
¡ cal men tried to rescue some 
wounded on the crest of a hill 
w here they 
had 
been 
mowed 
down by G erm an gunfire. 
A party of 45 combat engineers 
had set out to try to protect a 
num ber of American 
Sherm an 
tanks that w ere bogged dow n in 
the mud. W atching their every 
move, the nazis killed seven and 
wounded fifteen before th e party 
pulled back. 
One lone m edical man, a red 
cross plainly m arked on his hel­ 
m et and in full view of th e G er­ 
mans, stayed to tend a w ounded 
comrade and w as mercilessly rip ­ 
ped to pieces by enemy gunfire. 
None of the three m en who 
m ade a second try to aid the 
wounded w ere arm ed. V erm illion 
said that th e G ermans did not 
fire 
immediately, 
letting 
them 
evacuate w ounded men. 
"Then they started sniping at 
us while we tried to pick up the 
others,” one reported. “I stood 
straight up and faced them and 
pointed at the red cross on my 
left arm. A bullet w histled past 
my ear, then m achine guns open- 
up. We had to go away.”
